2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-3, 16, 17, 31 , 56 and 57 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by PAHLCK et al (US 5,320,835). 

Claims 1-3, 16, 17, 31, 56 and 57 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over PAHLCK et al (US 
5,320,835). 

PAHLCK discloses cosmetic fomiulation that contains rapturable microc^sules having cores that comprise dyed solid particles and 
the solid particles are dispersed in hydrophobic carrier (abstract and exanqjles I-XVIII). 

Claims 4-15, 18-30, 32-55 and 58-62 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest a composition con^rising a carrier, capsules, sensorial indicia and a mixmre of phenolphthalein, nonyl phenol 
polyoxyethylene ethanol, tridecyl polyo^Q^ethyloie ethanol and polyethylene glycol. 



Claims 1-62 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial appUcability because the subject matter claimed 
have industrial application in the cleansing art and can be made or used in industry. 
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
